Citizen Committee Needed To Aid Able 
Candidates And Seek Grand Jury Probe 

To have a municipal government which is 
responsive to the people's needs, Granite City 
should have an active citizens' committee—one 
that will be able to encourage competent, honest 
individuals to run for office, and then will help give 
them the broad support necessary to be elected. 

With the filing deadline only a week away. 
Monday, Feb. I I, little time remains to make sure 
that there are outstanding candidates for all ten city 
council posts to be filled in April. This task merits 
top priority for a citizens' committee and for citi¬ 
zens generally. 

As a second step, such a committee might 
cause a study of past council actions to be made; 
a study that could result in a request for a grand 
jury investigation. 

Such a study could include the extra $25,000 
fee that has been awarded to a Pennsylvania firm 
in connection with the city pollution treatment 

plant. Had the contract gone to a local firm- 

whose comprehensive pollution-drainage engineer¬ 
ing study had won the praise of all, inclading city 
officials—the $25,000 could have been saved> 

Needless expenditure of $25,000 of local tax¬ 
payers’ money would appear lo border on mis¬ 
feasance in office. This could be determined by a 
thorough grand jury investigation, which a citizens' 
committee would be in the best position to seek. A 
request for such an investigation obviously is not 
likely to con le from the officials responsible for 
the giveaway. 

A committee interested only in aiding quali¬ 
fied candidates of the highest integrity could help 
give Granite Cityans real representation and pro¬ 
tection in public matters. The time is ripe, bur 
only a week remains before the candidate filing pe¬ 
riod will end. 


Growing Public Concern Over 
Lack Of Fluoridation Here 

National Children's Dental Health Week is 
being accompanied this year in the Quad-Cities by 
a groundswel! of support for water fluoridation, 
which is still blocked by Granite City aldermen. 

That a majority of Granite Cityans favor 
fluoridation is obvious; it is evidenced by the 
April 1961 referendum in which fluoridation was 
approved by a wide margin. And still greater sup¬ 
port seems to be developing for the program, which 
safely and surely reduces future tooth decay by 
60%. 

Indications, include increasing resentment at 
council member's arrogance in reversing the man¬ 
date of their constituents, continuing public in¬ 
formation efforts by the Tri-City and Madison 
County Dental Societies, and fluoridation endorse¬ 
ments by a growing number of local organizations. 

The aldermen's fluoridation roadblock was 
one of the reasons cited by the Pontoon • Beach 
citizens who spearheaded formation of a new vil¬ 
lage late last year. 

Fluoridation long ago “turned the corner’’ 
and is now enjoying widespread public support 
throughout the nation. We cannot believe that 
toothpaste manufacturers would have embarked on 
such extensive fluoride-dentifrice sales campaigns 
unless they were convinced that Americans every¬ 
where are now highly receptive to the use of fluor¬ 
ide in improving dental Khalth. 

It should be noted that toothpaste contain¬ 
ing fluoride is not enough to ensure good teeth; 
new endorsement of fluoridation of the water sup¬ 
ply is given by the county dental society in an ar¬ 
ticle elsewhere on this page. 

Local residents are not content to have their 
supposed municipal servants take it upon them¬ 
selves to countermand the wishes of the people. 
We hope the city council will realize this and 
adopt a resolution authorizing fluoridation here. If 
this does not happen, and soon, we will not be sur¬ 
prised to see Granite City voters remove the 
roadblock by removing some of the officials who 
have put it in the way of improved dental health.

State Police Investigators Can Help Cope 
With Increased Mobility Of Criminals 

Since the precedent-setting day when Gov. 
Stevenson sent troopers into the Quad-Cities 13 
years ago, it has become firmly established that 
state police have duties extending beyond those re¬ 
lated to highway patrol. Now, a crime prevention 
and investigation section has been created, with 
30 troopers designated as agents. 

Because of the increased mobility of criminals, 
city and county authorities no longer have fully 
adequate law enforcement tools. By cooperating 
with local and county agencies, the new staff 
should be able to help measurably in making Illi¬ 
nois a safer and more law-abiding state. 

While such a change in a law enforcement de¬ 
partment is regarded by some as bringing us ever 
closer to police-state conditions, we view it more 
as an effort to keep pace with the times. It will be 
recalled that Capt. Toffant, who heads the local 
state police district, led an investigative staff that 
solved a shocking triple murder case. There have 
been other instances in which troopers played ac¬ 
tive roles in investigating major offenses, and they 
regularly aid undermanned county staffs in curtail¬ 
ing vice and gambling. For some time?, their crim¬ 
inal identification and laboratory facilities have 
been made available to police and sheriffs. 

State police investigators can perform a pub¬ 
lic service by seeking greater uniformity of crime 
detection and solution and by coordinating those 
police efforts which must go beyond corporate and 
county boundaries. The staff will merit public 
support as long as its work is allowed to remain 
professional, rather than political.

The way Quad-Cityans have opened their 
doors and hearts to a displaced Cuban family is a 
heartwarming reminder of the hospitality found 
here. Perhaps jobs and homes for several more 
such - families can be found by local organizations 
and churches.

New Federal Budget Will 
Add 36,500 To Payroll 

Comparisons currently being made between 
the 1963-64 federal budget message and the budg¬ 
et itself are proving to be quite interesting. Fre¬ 
quent references to “cost reduction” in govern¬ 
ment employment have borne strange fruit—a pro¬ 
posed increase of 36,500 in federal employees. 

Only two sections of the budget show a drop 
in the number of employees, and these two cuts to¬ 
tal only 78. Increases listed included an extra 5315 
in the Department of Agriculture, which will have 
121.583 on the payroll, and an added 3497 in the 
Department of Commerce. 

It may be true that the new budget has been 
prepared “with special attention to employment 
trends in the federal government,” as Congress 
was told. But any inference that there will be a 
downward trend appears to be an error. 

We suggest, several readings of one qf the 
explanatory statements: "Requests for additional 
jobs have been reduced or denied wherever possi¬ 
ble." Requests may be less numerous. But jobs, 
well, that is a different story.

Dental Health Week 
Spotlights Fluoridation 


(In observance of th e 13th 
annual National Children's 
Dental Health Week Teh. 2-8, 
the following typical questions 
about dental health and au¬ 
thoritative answers have been 
supplied by the Madison Coun¬ 
ty Dental Society. Included 
are comments on fluoridation 
—chief current dental health 
issue here.) 

Are there any special foods i 
should give my child so that he 
will have good teeth? 

A diet adequate for genera] 
health is adequate for dental 
health. Such a diet includes the 
building materials needed dur¬ 
ing the years the teeth are de¬ 
veloping in the jaws. But, with 
the exception of fluorides, no 
element in the diet. has been 
proved to help develop decay- 
resistant teeth. 

some extent con really 
be the foods your child does not 
eat that are most important in I 
protecting his dental health. 

Bacteria in the mouth act 
sugars to form acid, which 
tacks the enamel of the te 
Eventually, as the result .. 
these acid attacks, decay begins. 
Therefore, cutting down on 
sweets is one way of protecting 
teeth from decay. 

Why do dentists warn agains 
giving sweets to children be 

Since an acid attack /follow., 
each consumption of sweets, it 
ipecially important that they 
be eaten as between-meal 
snacks. Frequency of eating 
■ than the amount eaten de- 
ines the damage sugar does 
eeth. Also, youngsters are 
less likely to brush their teeth 
after a snack, than afler a meal. 

One other point: Foods that 
require thorough chewing, such 
as fresh fruits and raw vegeta¬ 
bles, play an important role 
both in keeping the mouth 
clean and in providing the mus¬ 
cles used for chewing with the 
exercise they need. Such foods 
are excellent for be(ween-mpal 
snacks, and fresh fruits can also 
be given to children for dessert. 

When should my child start 
brushing his teeth? 

soon as your child’s first 
teeth appear in his mouth, you 
eon begin cleaning them with 
piece of gauze after meals. 

As soon as he has all of his 
first teeth, he should begin 
brushing after every meal. At 
first you will have to help, but 
eventually he will be able 
take over the job completely. 

Brushing his teeth regularly 
is port of the necessary dental 
care for his first teeth: also 
habits formed as a small child 
likely to be kept throughout 
life. 

Brushing after every meal Is 
the dental health rule suggested 
because brushing removes food 
particles from thp mouth, 
these food particles, especially 
sugar, are not removed, bacteria 
act upon them to form acid, 
which attacks the enamel of the!

If a molar 
is lost prematurely and not re¬ 
placed with a space maintainer, 
the other teeth drift into the 
empty space. 

Then there is not sufficient 
space for the permanent tooth 
to erupt in the proper position. 

permanent teeth are 
crowded, irregular, "crooked." 
Premature loss of'primary mo¬ 
lars is not the only cause of this 
condition, but it is the most 
easily prevented cause. 

or fluoridation really ef¬ 
fective? 

Numerous studies have lndi- 
lted that children who drink 
water containing one part per 
|million of fluoride from birth 
ive up to 65% less tooth de- 

While all water contains some • 
fluoride, many water supplies 
lack sufficient fluoride to help 
children develop decay-resistant 
teeth. When a fluoridation pro¬ 
gram is • put into effect, the 
amount of fluoride in the water 
brought up to the amount 
needed—one part per million. 

Chemically, water containing 
the optimum amount of fluoride 
naturally and water to which 
fluoride has been added are ex¬ 
actly the same. Both are equally 
effective in helping to develop 
decay-resistant teeth. 

The benefits of drinking water 
mtaining fluorides are lifelong. 
Water fluoridation is endorsed 
by the American Dental Associa¬ 
tion, the American Medical 
Association and numerous other 
jscientific groups. 

It should be pointed out that 
]water fluoridation does not pre¬ 
sent all tooth, decay. Children do 
receive partial protection when 
they drink fluoridated water. 

But if (hey want good dental 
health it still is necessary that 
they follow these rules: Eating 
a diet low in sweets. Brushing 
their teeth after every meal. 
Having regular dental check¬ 
ups. 

Do fluorides In the public wa- 
r supply have any harmful ef- 
cts on human beings? 

Exhaustive dental and medical 
studies have shown that at this 
concentration fluoride in the 
drinking water has no harmful 
effects on human beings. In fact, 
considerably higher con¬ 
centrations—eight parts per mil- 
Bartlett, Tex., one of the 
I owns studied—the only harmful 
effect is mottling (brown stain¬ 
ing) of the teeth. This mottling 
does not occur when the water 
contains only one part per mil¬ 
lion of fluoride. 

What Is meant by topical ap- 
illcations of fluorides? 

Applying a fluoride solution 
directly to the teeth. This is 
done in areas which do not have 
fluoridated water supplies. How 
much it reduces decay varies 
from child to child. But studies 
shown that is an effective 
preventive measure that can be 
used to protect a child’s teeth 
against decay. 

When fluoride is applied. th« 
dentist's first step Is to clean the 
child's teeth. Then he puts a 
solution of either sodium fiuo-; 
ride or stannous fluoride on the 
teeth.
